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Oir  Park. 

One  of  the  moat  attractive  feature*  of  our 
plaaeanl  Tillage,  and  oo«  that  oall*  forth  the  ad¬ 
miration  of  all  visitors,  it  Our  Park.  None  more 
beautiful  estate  in  any  Tillage  that  ve  hare  seen  ; 
with  proper  improvement  it  will  (a r  eurpaa*  any¬ 
thing  of  Its  kind. 

Our  wine  father*,  when  they  built  the  ohuroh. 
In  the  oentre  of  the  town,  laid  oat  la  front  of  it 
a  large  piece  of  land,  which  they  dedicated  to 
public  use  fbrerer.  It  la,  to-day,  an  inrakiable 
inheritance,  which  their  descendants  should  not 
fail  to  appreciate  and  improve.  Half  a  century 
ago  or  more,  some  of  the  publie-aplrited  oitiaena, 
prominent  among  whom  was  Mr.  Zuphar  B. 
Dodd,  planted  elms  In  front  of  the  Academy,  and 
on  the  lower  end  of  “  The  Green.”  Afterward, 
at  different  times,  the  work  was  continued  until 
the  border  was  filled  with  grace  Ail  elms,  with 
here  and  there  a  maple. 

Some  twenty  year*  ago,  the  work  war  finished 
by  setting  out  trees  in  order  through  the  centre. 
All  these  here  now  attained  suoh  sise,  and  as¬ 
sumed  such  graceful  proportions,  that  few  rural 
scenes  equal  that  exhibited '  by  our  park  in  sum¬ 
mer  time. 

In  renewing  its  history,  our  attention  is  called 
to  the  Tarious  names  it  has  at  different  times 
eqjoyed.  Originally,  H  wae  “The  Green,”  and 
appropriately  so,  answering  Milton’s  phrase, 
“On  the  dry  smooth-shaven  green.’’  It  was 
“  smooth-shared,”  not  by  scythe  of  man,  bat  in¬ 
cisor*  of  horse  and  cow,  and  occasionally  sheep ; 
(for  there  were  sheep  In  those  days.)  Bright 
are  oor  reminiscences  of  prisoner’s  base,  foot 
ball,  and  tag ;  and  shore  all,  the  good  old  fash¬ 
ioned  game  of  base  ball,  played  on  those  ample 
grounds.  Then,  unhampered  by  the  thousand 
and  one  rales  now  laid  down  in  the  books,  we 
“  took  oar  crack,”  ran  the  bases,  and  ran  the 
risk  too  of  a  •*  shot  ”  with  the  ball  on  any  part  of 
the  body ;  which,  if  received  “  pat  ns  oat.”  , 
There  was  no  fancy  pitching  then ;  nothing  bat 
“fair  balls,  slow,”  wu  allowed. 

It  next  became  a  “  Common,”  and  common  it 
waa,  not  only  to  horse  and  cow  for  pasture,  and 
boy  for  play ;  bat  for  horses  and  wagons  when 
the  road  alongside  was  impassible  from  mud. 
Hog*,  too,  occasionally  rooted  it,  from  the  church 
at  one  end,  to  the  “  Liberty  Pole  "  at  the  other. 
That  liberty  pole  must  not  be  passed  without 
notioe ;  it  wu  the  last  of  its  name,  for  ite  suc¬ 
cessor  Is  a  “Flag  Staff”.  In  1858,  it  being  de¬ 
cided  that  a  more  imposing  support  wu  needed 
for  the  Star*  and  Stripea  on  the  Fourth  of  July, 
it  desoeuded  from  Its  proud  position,  traveled 
down  Liberty  street  (to  which  it  had  given  its 
name),  and  arose  again  near  the  canal  in  some¬ 
what  diminished  proportion.  It  is,  or  was,  not 
loag  since,  still  standing  on  the  property  of  Mr. 
J.  F.  Randolph,  e  melancholy  suggestion  of  what 
old  fogies  most  expect 

And  now  it  has  received  the  name  of  “  Park 
not  quite  appropriate  u  yet,  for  that  implies 
some  small  degree,  at  least,  of  artistic  care  and 
attention.  These,  we  hope,  It  will  ere  long  re¬ 
ceive.  Of  the  names  mentioned,  we  moat  confess 
that  the  pleasantest  u  well  u  the  greatest  in  our 
memory,  is  that  of  Green  Bat  let  that  pass. 

‘One  prominent  idea  In  the  minds  of  the  fathers 
when  they  laid  out  wide  the  boundaries  of  the 
park,  wu  its  use  as  a  military  common.  This  is 
the  term  of  the  original  deed :  “  A  military  com¬ 
mon,  for  this  purpose  and  no  other.”  For  many 
yean  it  wu  need  faithfully  In  aeoordanoe  with 
'the  original  design.  Training  days  ware  a  great 
institution ;  we  wish  the  printer  would  allow  us 
space  to  describe  one,  and  immortalise  some  of 
the  most  prominent  heroes.  Bat  the  effect  on 
oar  boys  might  be  bed,  by  Inspiring  them  with 
a  desire  for  martial  glory. 

Military  Una  were  followed  by  the  age  of 
“poets."  Two  purposes  were  served  by  these 
usefol  articles  ;  the  borders  were  ornamented, 
and  the  wagons  prevented  from  catting  ap  the 
•orfbee.  Many  can  remember  the  seal  with 
which  oor  citiseus  carted  chestnut  log*  to  Mr. 
A.  N.  Baldwin’s  machine  shop,  to  be  converted 
into  posts ;  sad  the  elieerfol  alacrity  with  which 
they  wore  sat  out  end  painted.  Several  year* 
were  required  to  complete  this  work ;  after  which 
the  lead  had  rest  for  a  season.  * 

Tbs  story  would  not  be  complete,  were  the 
age  of  “  paths  "  to  be  nanoticed.  We  do  not 
reflsr  to  the  one  on  the  east  side  of  the  perk, 
which  speaks  for  Itself;  bat  to  thoee  built  be¬ 
tween  the  church  and  the  personage.  We  say, 
“  built,”  designedly.  Trenches  were  dug,  six  feet 
wide  by  one  or  more  in  depth ;  the  stones,  often 
more  than  a  foot  In  diameter,  were  gathered 
from  the  field*,  thrown  Into  the  excavation,  piled 
up  till  higher  then  tits  surface,  and  covered  with 
e  coating  of  dirt  and  gravel.  When  finished,  they 
resembled  the  square*  on  a  checker  board,  u  no 
diagonal  line*  had  bean  allowed  to  mar  tbe  sym¬ 
metry  of  the  work.  Though  not  equal  to  pave¬ 
ment,  they  am  wared  the  purpose  in  view,  as  tbe 
ladies  Mold  work  their  way  over  them  in  wet 
weather,  without  losing  their  overshoes;  which 
wu  surs  to  bs  the  csss  if  they  should  rashly  try 
a  shorter  path  “  across  lota.” 

And,  now,  what  shall  tbe  next  ags  be  I  for  it 
ia  surely  approaching.  Let  it  be  one  of  perma¬ 
nent  improvement*  on  a  large  and  genema*  scale. 
For  several  year*  it  hu  beau  more  or  leu  a  mat. 
ter  of  thought  and  conversation  among  many ; 
and  several  plans  havs  already  been  considered! 


One  of  these  is,  to  enclose  the  grounds  u  they 
now  lie,  with  a  substantial  iron  railing,  and  lay 
oat  ths  enclosure  Id  plots  of  grass,  somewhat  like 
the  Newark  parks.  Another  is  to  Isy  out  an 
avenue,  beginning  somewhere  west  of  ths  church; 
tbenoe  to  proceed  south-easterly  in  a  circular 
course,  cutting  off  part  of  the  Davis  property, 
passing  through  Mr.  T.TJ.  Ward’s  door-yard,  and 
continuing  soutbsrly  and  south-westerly,  crossing 
Liberty  street  near  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  mitering  Broad  street  near  the  house  of  Mr. 
Petefi.  All  the  space  enclosed,  between  this 
avenue  and  Broad  street,  should  be  laid  ont  u  a 
perk  by  some  competent  landscape  gardener,  and 
ancloaed  by  a  durable  railing.  t 

If  the  congregation  of  the  Presbyterian  ohuroh 
conld  be  induoed  to  enotoee  their  grouods  in  a 
manner  rivaling  those  of  Montclair ;  and  If  the 
public  school  should  continue  the  improvements 
so  well  begun ;  it  would  complete  tbe  work. 

Such  improvements  would  add  immensely  to 
tbe  value  of  property,  not  only  in  the  immediate 
vioinity,  but  throughout  the  town.  ^

W  by  should  not  our  citiseus 
be  independent  enough  of  foolish  and  inconve¬ 
nient  usages,  adopted  from  city  fashions,  and  in 
things  like  this  be  e  law  nnto  ourselves,  and 
make  oar  own  fashions?
